The best hunting senson Is usually In
the spring, when the snukes are leav-
ing their den, or In the gautumn as they
gnther for winter. When they come out
they assemble In intertwined groups of
from three or four to firfteen, Iying in
the sun untll they collect energy for
thelr siimmer's jaunt, In the fall they
return, apparently In familles, the old
ones with from ten to twenty young
ones, a foot or more in length,

Hall admits the hazard of his oceu-
pation, and coolly says he “presumes
likely he will be bitten some day, and
like enough dle from the effects."
